If a new discovery annihilated the 
carpet beetle (anthrenus schro- 
phulariae to you), the bill bug 
(calendra maidis), or the codling 
moth (carpocapsa pomonella), is 
all probability it had no ill effect 
on such a lowly creature as the 
periplaneta Americana—known to 
one and all as the cockroach. 

“With the discovery of DDT,” 
says Ralph Martin, a U.S. insecti- 
cide manufacturer, “scientists 
thought that they had the battle 
of the household pests licked.” 

They did, too—just for a while. 
Martin's firm was the first to use 
DDT in their insecticide. This was 
in 1945 and it knocked the insect 
world for a loop. 

Time passed, as they say in the 
flickers, and bugs everywhere 
started to recover. Like an habitu- 
al drinker who needs more and 
more alcohol to get that feeling, 
the tougher members of bugdom 
had started to develop an immun- 
ity to DDT. It required more and 
more of the stuff to put them out 
of their misery. Then came the 
hour when they could take a swig 
of the poison™and live to talk 
about it. 

Exterminating firms were frus- 


trated, to say the least. Meetings 
were called and science was chal- 
lenged to produce something more 
potent and destructive than DDT. 

“They came up with the answer 
in 1947,” Martin says, “and we 
started adding a substance called 
chlordane to our insecticides.” 

What the atom bomb was to 
man, chlordane must have been to 
insects. Casualties were extremely 
high. However, once more the DDT 
story was repeated. Little by lit- 
tle, chlordane lost its potency as 
the bugs got used to it. 

There came a time when the 
first bug survived after frolicking 
upon a chlordane-covered surface. 
Only one was needed to lead the 


Honey and how to use it 


Honey carries the aroma and 
flavor of the flowers from which 
it was gathered, and contains in 
addition mineral matter, traces of 
protein, and some o fthe vitamins 
according to an article appearing 
in the O.A.C, Review and Alumni 
News. 

The color and flavor of honey 
vary with the source of nectar, 
Most honeys are blended to a cer- 
tain extent, since it’s impossible 
to prevent bees from visiting dif- 
ferent kinds of flowers during a 
given period, 

The lighter honeys are usually 
milder in flavor while the darker 
honeys are stronger in flavor. 
White honeys are obtained from 
clovers, fireweed, raspberry, and 
occasionally other fruits. Golden 
and amber honeys are obtained 
from red clover, rape, golden rod 
and mixtures of other fall flowers. 

Honey is sold as comb honey, 
liquid honey, or granulated honey. 

Comb honey is honey in the 
comb, usually in square sections, 
as it was stored by the bees. It 
is served just as it comes from

the section, or cut into individual 
pieces, The ‘‘chewiness” of the wax 
adds to its attractiveness. 

Liquid honey is obtained by 
uncapping the comb and extract- 
ing the honey by centrifugal force. 
If warmed slightly, liquid honey 
will pour from a container in a 
thin, fine stream. All Canadian 
honeys will granulate quite readily 
and are easily reliquefied by being 
warmed in a double boiler or 
placed in a pan of warm water. 


Processed honey, sometimes just 
called “pasteurized” honey, is 
honey which has been allowed to 
granulate under controlled condi- 
tions in order to produce a smooth- 
texture which will spread readily. 
This honey is not changed in any 
way except in size crystals, The 
smaller the size of crystals, the 
smoother is the texture of the 
honey. In Canada, honey is gener- 
ally preferred in this form, 

If allowed to granulate natur- 
ally, honey may vary in texture 
from fine to very coarse, or half 
liquid and half granulated. 

Since honey is a delicate natural 
food, it should never be heated 
longer than necessary, and if it is 
to be reliquefied the heating should 
always be carried out in a double 
boiler. Once the honey is liquid 
it should be cooled as rapidly as 
possible, 

If honey is left exposed to a 
damp atmosphere it takes up 
water and becomes more dilute, It 
then has a greater tendency to fer- 
ment, unless it has been pasteur- 
ized. All honey therefore should 
be kept in a dry atmosphere. Solid 
honey tends to liquefy at high 
temperatures and should be stored 
in a cool place, but not in a re- 
frigerator. At low temperatures 
liquid honey and comb honey tend 
to crystallize and therefore should 
be kept at room temperature

The faces of the rolls are cut 
and scored to produce corrugated 
flat or channelled and angular 
shapes, whichever may be required. 

The bars, still red hot, are de- 
livered from the rolling mills by 
conveyors to a wide platform 
known as the “hot-bed” where they 
are straightened, cooled, cut by 
shearing machines, and bundled, 
ready for shipment.
